WASHINGTON (UPI) — Ne­ 
groes began putting the new 
civil rights bill signed by Pres­ 
ident 
Johnson to test today, 
scoring initial gains in troubled 
areas, but some Southern lead­ 
ers refused to accept it as the 
law of the land. 


Immediately 
after 
Johnson 
sign°d the historic legislation at 
a White House ceremony Thurs­ 
day night, the campaign to im­ 
plement its sweeping directives 
was put into motion. 


Today dbors which had been 
off limits to Negroes were open. 
Others were shut by the own­ 
ers to one and all.
